Hardly any week goes by that politicians 
do not mention or newspapers do not quote 
the 1956 Hungarian Revolution. Certain 
world events, even today are mentioned and 
explained parallel with this historical sig- 
nificant event. 

Since then, in the eyes of the World, 
Hungary became a political social laboratory 
and through the experiments in the labor- 
atory, theytry to understand the humah 
mind undergoing changes, its nature, its 
goals and its consequences. 


There are four conclusions: 

Since these events are directed by the 
bloody hand of the Soviet, the laboratory 
examinations put the spot light on the 
Soviet-Communist system. Those who, after 
the investigation, have the proper logic and 
moral strength—can draw, four conclusions. 


First: Communism is attractive only in the 
first minutes to those who are not properly 
educated or to those who suffer mental 
or moral shortcomings. With sound mind 
and moral, one can reject it on the first 
hearing. 

Whenever, because of some fatal human 
fault, communism can get a foothold in a 
country, it soon will be recognized that only 


with terror is it able to remain in power. 


Their justice is only a seeming justice; it 
reflects only lies, which is already recog- 
nized even by primitive people. 


Second: No individual, no people or nation 
can live without freedom. Freedom must 
be guarded by everyone because when it 
is once lost, it is only through greatest 
suffering, sacrifices and martyrdom can it 
be regained. 


Third: The few days freedom of the crushed 
Hungarian revolution should be a warning 
to all peoples, even to the rich and power- 
ful, that the rules of the Bolshevik “peaceful 
existence” are compulsory only for the 
“other” countries. This slogan is used by 
the communists only for their propaganda 
purpose. Those who have doubts, should 
watch the changing events, read Lenin’s 
and Stalin’s books in which they wrote the 
dogmas of world conquest. 

In these writings one will find that com- 
munism will not give up its goal in any 
form. In these books also one will find 
detailed tactical instructions about promot- 
ing and furthering communism. 

Fourth: In the background of Bolshevik— 
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expansionist world crisis—one will find a 
group of Jewish plotters, who are working 
unitedly, on both sides of the Iron Curtain, 
in the hope that when the hour will strike, 
they will direct world communism. 

Peter Erdos, one of the Hungarian so- 
called “Jewish intellectuals”, a communist 
leader said in Budapest a few days before 
the 1956 Oct. revolution: “In the countries, 
which are living under communism, there 
is a reaction developing against the Russian 
Bolshevik Dictatorship. Therefore a new 
Marxist direction is needed so that this 
counter effect should not lead into the 
other extremity, namely nationalism!” 

This declaration explains why Jewry didn’t 
take part in the Hungarian peoples uprising. 
This group’s aim was only to loosen up the 
bolshevik grip on the Marxist theory. They 
wanted to form Marxism for their own 
use, the so-called “Jewish World Power.” 
When the revolution broke out, already in 
the first hours of that evening, it became 
apparent that it was getting out of the 
Marxist line.

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opposing the revolution. “Stop the blood- 
shed!” they shouted, when the Hungarian 
people wanted to get rid of their oppres- 
sors. 


THE HUNGARIAN REVOLUTION 
NATIONAL PROGRAM 


The Jewish hoodlums knew if this rev- 
olution wins, Marxism will cease to exist 
in Hungary. 

As the “Reinisher Merkur”, a west Ger- 
man newspaper, on Dec. 28, 1956, in an 
article titled “Nash-Kommunisten,” said: 
“This is a new type of anti-communism. 
The thinking of our nation’s older politicians 
stopped at communism, but we have al- 
ready gone beyond communism, .... . 
in destroying three brilliant ideas, .. . 
human freedom, social justice and the won- 
derful vision of the Hungarian revolution- 
ists, the idea of the solidarity of peoples,— 
the future of Humanity.” 

The Jewish group knew if the revolution 
wins there would be a great investigation 
about the responsibility of a decade of com- 
‘nrimist terror and- torturing atrocities in 
Hungary, because they were the ones sit- 
ting in all key positions of a bankrupt sys- 
tem. With all their power they tried to stop 
the unfolding revolution. 

In Hungarian communist literary circle, 
Petofi Kor, one of their leaders, Tancos 
Gabor, a few days before the Russians re- 
turned to Hungary, said over the Budapest 
Radio: “Don’t fight! The Russians are leav- 
” In these 
hours the revolution’s final victory was 
near, the Kilian military headquarters was 
safely in the hands of the Rebels and the 
Russians were evacuating the city. 


AFTER THE REVOLUTION 
WAS CRUSHED 


The following days events are still in 
the memories of everyone. The Russians 
returned with a powerful army, 5,000 tanks, 
a quarter of a million soldiers, destroyed 
the city, crushed the revolution and arrest- 
ed the revolutionary government. Behind 
the Russian tanks the Jewish hoodlums 
returned from their hiding places and just 
like before under Rakosi-Gero 
regime—again occupied all the key pos- 
itions. » 

With this, a new era of terror began in 
Hungary, which today’s life can be charact- 
erized in 5 points:

Trained agitators’ went’ out’ from ‘the city’ 
to*the farmlands .and’ began to’ “softeri' up” 
the resisting farmers! Their tactics were: 
talkings, threats, arrests, beatings, mur- 
ders, ‘until the most stubborn cotiidn’t’ take 
it any lotiger.‘Ii this land, where’ in déemto- 
cratic or parliamentaristic way could never 
force the farmers into collectives—here the 
communists bloody terror accomplished 
victory! Many farmers in their desperate, 
hopeless situation® committed suicide. Somé 
of them hanged* themselves on trees along 
highways and ‘railroads as terrible warnings 
to the travelers: And°all this made possible 
by the indifference of the West. 

In Dec. 1956, there’ were only 1/617 col- 
lettive farms in Hungary, mostly demoral- 
ized. Under thé néw campaign they collec- 
tivized an additional 1,359 villages, 1,508 
collective farms. At present the communist 
government’s’ goal is the collectivization’ of 
60-80% of the farms. This unnatural spread 
of collectivization impoverished the whole 
country. 

This little country, before the second 
World War supplied Germany, Austria, 
Swissland, for’ many’ years; Italy and other 
countries with food; today, depends on other 
countries in meat, grain and fruit. But this 
is not all, this is only preparation for the 
second attack. Aecording” to’ official party 
communique: Hungary can take part in the 
Soviet’ seven year plan off one condition; 
that Hungary’s agriculture must’ be col- 
lectivized’ 100%! 

To’ realize this program, without the 
necessary farm equipments and machinery, 
one can imagine the misery this country is

IMMIGRATION 
THREAT TO U. S. | 


By Franklin Hichborn 


The purpose of the persistent minority 
opposing effective immigration laws; is to 
open our gates. Mr. Abner Green, original 
name Abraham Greenberg, Executive of the 
“American Committee for the Foreign 
Born,” in such articles as “Immigration 
Rules Inspired by Hitler,” which have 
appeared in the Communist Daily Worker, 
are to that end. Mr. Eugene Lyons’ “The 
Refugee Residue; a Free-World Failure,” 
published in Reader’s Digest May last, makes 
the same appeal. Mr.Lyons is a member of 
the Zellerbach Commission, which, like the 
Green organization, urges that it is our 
duty to admit more refugees. Over the 
years, the minority has urged curious pro- 


cedures. 

In the 77th Congress, First Session (1941) 
for example, Congressman Dickstein, intro- 
duced House Bill 2791, to admit to Alaska 
refugees to “the total of all unused quotas of 
all countries, for the last six years,” with 
the provision that “No such immigrant col- 
onist shall be permitted to emigrate to the 
Continental United States for at least five 

from the date of his arrival in Alaska.” 
This scheme failed. ; 

A “safe guard” of another drive proposed 
that the country of origin of the additional 
admittees must agree to take them back if 
they proved undesirable. 

Another scheme, providing that no ad- 
ditional refugee should be admitted unless 
a responsible person or organization guar- 
antees that he shall not become a public 
charge, was more successful. Thousands 
have been admitted under such guarantees. 
California’s Attorney General (now Govern- 
or) Edmund G. Brown stated in an inter- 
view in the Oakland (California) Tribune 
(July 27, 1957) that some 750 such immi- 
grants are in California’s mental hospitals 
at a cost to the taxpayers of $750,000 a 
year. California, in a test case, sued in New 
York to recover $4,721 for four years’ care 
of a refugee in a California mental hospital. 
Judge Henry Silverman threw the case out 
of court, on the ground that the guarantee 
constituted a moral obligation only, not a 
legal obligation, and was therefore not 
collectible. The San Francisco Examiner 
(October 13, 1957) stated that Judge Silver- 
man’s decision freed from obligation the 
sponsors of nearly 6,000,000 immigrants.
